On  Friday,  October  the  28, 
the  College’s  own 
improvisational  group,  the 
Production  Under  Construction 
Players,  put  on  a  special 
performance  for  Lil’  Sibs 
Weekend,  sponsored  by  the 
Student  Union  Board  (SUB). 

The  team  consisted  of  about 
nine  performers,  and  included 
some  audience  participation.  One 
of  the  lucky  little  siblings  got  the 
chance  to  come  on  stage  and 
“conduct”  the  performers. 

The  show  was  put  on  with 
special  emphasis  on  keeping 
things  clean  for  the  youngsters.  If 
the  audience  felt  that  one  of  the 
improvisers  was  out  of  line  they 
were  to  yell  out  “Shame! 

Shame!”  followed  by  the 
shameful  person  walking  around 
the  ballroom  to  look  for  a  corner. 
Fortunately,  for  the  sanctity  of  the 
children  only  one  performer  was 
“shamed”.  That  was  sophomore 
and  English  major  Joe  Stewart, 
who  had  the  gall  to  say  that  he 
was  a  man  who  was  pregnant  by 
another  man. 

“Apparently,  the  idea  of  a

They  are  nationally  and  globally 
renowned  for  their  numerous 
awards  that  include  four  gold, 
and  four  silver  medals  from  the 
International  Jugglers 
Association,  four  silver  medals  in 
the  ESPN  2  World  Juggling 
Federation  competition  and  world 
records  in  bounce  juggling  and 
sword  swallowing. 

“They  were  a  great  choice  of 
entertainment  for  our  Lil'  Sibs 
Weekend,”  said  Promotions 
Director  of  SUB  and  junior  Mass 
Communications  major  Kaylee 
Hofmeister.  “However,  it  seemed 
like  all  students,  despite  their  age, 
really  enjoyed  the  show.” 

Team  Rootberry  opened  the 
night's  entertainment  with  a 


display  of  each  of  their  specific 
talents.  While  Jonathan  Root 
spun  a  flying  pig  toy  wrapped  in 
toilette  paper  from  his  specially 
designed  hat,  Bill  Berry  cracked  a 
whip,  tearing  off  the  toilette 
paper  square  by  square.  Others 
of  the  night’s  grand  spectacles 
included  Team  Rootberry’s  famed 
club  and  blade  juggling  routines 
and  combination  juggling  and 
balancing  acts. 

“My  favorite  part  of  the 
show  was  when  they  juggled  the 
knives  around  the  girl.  I  would

Hofmeister  said. 

The  “girl”  whom  Hofmeister 
is  referring  to  is  freshman 
Elementary  Education  Bridget 
McDermott.

Students  going  to  lunch  or 
dinner  on  September  27  may 
have  noticed  a  pair  of  young 
women  outside  the  cafeteria 
talking  with  some  students.  Those 
two  women  were  Katrina  Amann 
and  Paula  Rote,  and  they  were  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  to  talk  to 
and  possibly  recruit  people  for 
Covenant  House  Faith 
Community. 

Covenant  House  is  an 
organization  that  is  set  up  to  help 
poor  and  homeless  people  under 
the  age  of  21  get  their  lives  back 
on  track.  They  feel  that  these 
younger  people  have  a  “hope  for 
change,”  says  Amann. 

“Most  of  them  haven’t 
accepted  the  label  [of  homeless] 
and  still  worry  about  what  they 
look  like,”  stated  Rote.  “They 
refuse  to  beg  for  money.” . 

They  came  to  SJC  to  visit 
Brother  Tim  Hemm,  C.  PP.  S. 
‘70,  who  has  been  in  contact  with 
Covenant  House  for  many  years 
now.  Their  goal  is  to  try  to  get  at 
least  one  Puma  to  join  their 
service  after  graduation.  It  would 
give  a  student  the  opportunity  to 


live  in  New  York  City,  Ft. 
Lauderdale,  or  Atlantic  City, 
where  the  Covenant  House  would 
pay  for  all  of  their  room  and 
board,  as  well  as  insurance  and 
additional  stipends.  They  are 
partnered  with  AmeriCore,  an 
organization  that  helps  pay  off 
loans  acquired  in  college. 

“We’d  really  love  to  get  a 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  graduate 
because  of  the  values  of  the 
campus.  We’re  so  impressed  with 


everyone  we’ve  met,”  Amann 
said.  If  you  are  interested,  please 
talk  to  Hemm. 

While  on  campus,  they  also 
met  with  the  Vigil  Team  (the 
students  involved  with  organizing 
the  annual  Covenant  House 
Candlelight  Vigil  here  at  the 
College),  which  is  going  to  be 
held  on  November  15. 

Covenant  House  is  now  in  its 
35th  year  and  just  last  spring 
served  its  one-millionth  person.

This  past  summer  I  picked  up 
the  novel  Snow  Flower  and  the 
Secret  Fan  from  a  tiny  bookstore 
in  Broad  Ripple,  Indiana.  The 
owner  of  the  bookstore  was  quite 
literally  ecstatic  with  the  fact  that 
I  had  picked  up  this  book, 
explaining  to  me  that  many  of  the 
local  area  bookstore  owners  had 
fallen  in  love  with  Secret  Fan  and 
wanted  to  spread  the  word  about 
it.  The  fact  that  local  area 
bookstore  owners  appreciate  a 
book  may  not  seem  all  that 
exciting  to  most  people,  but  this 
knowledge  caused  me  to  become 
quite  excited  about  Snow  Flower 
and  the  Secret  Fan.  I  must  say 
that  I  was  definitely  not 
disappointed. 

Snow  Flower  and  the  Secret 
Fan  by  Lisa  See  is  about  a  young 
girl  by  the  name  of  Lily  who  lives 
in  a  small  Chinese  town  during 
the  nineteenth-century.  Secret 
Fan  tells  the  story  of  how  Lily,  a 
young  and  rather  poor  Chinese 
peasant  girl,  comes  to  be  a  rather 
important  figure  in  her  town 
while  her  close  friend.  Snow 
Flower,  falls  from  riches  and 
grace  into  a  less  than  wonderful 
society.  More  importantly.  Snow 
Flower  and  the  Secret  Fan  is  a 
story  about  the  friendship  and 
love  that  two  women  can  have  for 
one  another. 

Lily’s  childhood  is  mostly 
spent  dealing  with  the  rather 
cruel  (and  now  outlawed)  custom 
of  Chinese  foot  binding  in  which 
around  the  age  of  six,  young  girls 
would  have  their  feet  bound  by 
many  bandages  until  the  feet 
broke  and  became  deformed. 
These  bound  feet  only  grew  to 
around  4-6  inches  in  length  and 
of  course  caused  many  a  young 
girl  to  die. 

As  Lily’s  feet  are  bound,  one 
can  truly  feel  her  pain  and  her 
remorse  over  no  longer  being 
able  to  even  go  outdoors  or  run 
and  play  as  young  children 
should.  As  Lily’s  feet  are 
deformed  to  fit  the  societal  norm 
for  women  of  her  time  period,  she 
becomes  less  and  less  capable  of 
even  being  able  to  walk  long 
distances  without  the  help  of  a 
man.  In  a  way,  this  aspect  of  the 
book  most  definitely  helps  to 
show  the  difficulties  associated 


with  being  a  woman  in  Lily’s 
time. 

As  Lily  grows  older,  she  is 
matched  with  something  known 
as  a  Iaotang,  or  a  friend  with 
whom  she  is  able  to  communicate 
how  she  is  feeling.  Lily 
communicates  with  this  other 
young  girl  by  the  name  of  Snow 
Flower  through  an  ancient  female 
Chinese  custom  by  the  name  of 
nu  shu.  Snow  Flower  and  Lily 
begin  writing  messages  to  one 
another  back  and  forth  from 
Lily’s  town  to  Snow  Flower’s 
town  on  a  secret  fan.  This  fan  and 
the  messages  imprinted  on  it 
really  do  help  to  show  how  each 
young  girl  grows  into  the  woman 
she  becomes  later  on  in  the  book. 
Snow  Flower  and  Lily  begin  a 
life-  long  friendship  of  love  and 
hope  in  a  society  where  women 
probably  did  not  have  much  hope 
for  the  future. 

One  of  the  best  aspects  of  the 
book  is  that  Snow  Flower  starts 
out  in  the  novel  as  the  richer  of 
the  two  friends  with  better 
marriage  prospects  and  a  stronger 
hope  for  the  future,  but  as  the 
novel  continues.  Snow  Flower 
and  Lily’s  fortunes  begin  to 
switch  and  morph  into  something 
completely  different.  Snow 
Flower’s  story  becomes  one  of 
great  sadness  and  pain  while 
Lily’s  story  actually  turns  into  a 
relatively  happy  one  (albeit  rather 
shallow  in  its  happiness). 

Snow  Flower  and  the  Secret 
Fan  is  both  absolutely  beautiful 
and  heartbreakingly  sad.  There 
was  never  really  a  point  in  time 
where  I  felt  bored  with  the  novel. 

I  never  felt  as  if  Lisa  See  was 
attempting  to  force  her  views 
(which  are  quite  possibly 
feminist)  on  me  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  Secret  Fan  could  have 
been  a  political  novel.  Instead,  it 
seemed  to  be  as  if  See  was  simply 
trying  to  tell  a  tale  of  two  women 
who  found  friendship  and  love  in 
each  other  in  a  society  where  true 
friendship  and  love  was  often 
hard  for  women  to  find.  I  give 
Snow  Flower  and  the  Secret  Fan 
a  solid:

In  last  month’s  issue,  I 
attempted  to  write  my  first  film 
review.  If  anyone  was  bored 
enough  to  read  it,  they  would 
probably  find  that  it  was  quite 
lengthy  and  way  too  specific. 
However,  I  hope  that  everyone 
who  did  read  my  article 
understood  what  I  was  trying  to 
say:  remakes  are  wrong!  With 
that  said,  allow  me  to  introduce 
the  exception.  Once  out  of  every 
10  times  a  remake  is  attempted,  it 
will  succeed,  and  when  it  does,  it 
usually  is  very  effective.  James 
Mangold’s  remake  of  3:10  to 
Yuma ,  Glenn  Ford’s  1957  classic, 
is  one  of  these  exceptions. 

The  movie  is  essentially  a 
morality  play.  There  are  good 
guys  and  there  are  bad  guys  and 
there  is  meaning  behind  how  they 
act.  The  good  news  for  us  is  that 
the  characters  here  are  exciting 
and  at  many  times  seem  as  real  as 
you  and  me. 

So  why  does  this  movie  work 
so  well  while  others  fail?  The 
answer  to  that  lies  in  the  actors 
and  the  directing.  The  main 
characters  in  this  western,  played 
by  Christain  Bale  and  Russell 
Crowe,  are  three-dimensional. 
They  are  more  thoughtful  than 
many  “classic  westerns”  allow 
their  characters  to  be. 

Do  not  confuse  thoughtful 
with  cute  and  sweet,  however. 
Russell  Crowe  plays  his  cowboy 
deadly  and  merciless.  It  will  be 
hard  to  take  your  eyes  off  him 
every  time  he  comes  across  the 
screen.  He  is  mean  and  he  is 
violent,  but  the  most  ruthless 
thing  about  this  man  is  his 
intellect.  He  knows  he  is  Ben 
Wade,  the  killer  and  thief,  and  is 
very  proud  of  this  image. 

Now  it  would  have  been  easy 
to  stop  there  and  create  just 
another  dangerous  gang  leader, 
but  what  Crowe  does  is  much 


more  interesting.  He  plays  his 
character  too  deep  to  be 
confined  to  what  the  genre 
says  he  has  to  do.  He  is  too 
smart  to  be  just  another 
simple-minded  killer.  There  is 
more  to  this  man  than  what 
his  actions  suggest,  and 
discovering  this  throughout 
the  movie  is  half  the  fun. 

Christian  Bale  plays 
someone  equally  as 
interesting  but  for  different 
reasons.  He  is  a  great  man  and 
he  is  the  hero  of  the  story,  but 
he  is  no  Wyatt  Earp.  This  man 
is  not  some  untouchable, 
unbreakable  hero  on  a  white 
horse.  He  is  on  the  verge  of 
losing  his  ranch  and  his  son’s 
respect  along  with  it.  He  is 
also  missing  part  of  his  leg 
due  to  an  injury.  Yet  this 
character  does  not  let  us  down  for 
a  second.  He  provides  us  with  a 
good  guy  so  noble  and  so 
determined  that  we  can’t  help  but 
be  concerned  for  him. 

Both  of  these  men  do  such  a 
fantastic  job  with  their  characters 
that  you  may  not  want  either  of 
them  to  triumph  over  the  other.  In 
a  time  when  movie  characters  act 
predictable  and  mannered,  these 
men  give  us  individuals  that 
surprise  us  while  remaining  true 
to  their  characters. 

Then  comes  the  end.  Going 
into  a  movie  like  this,  it  is  safe  to 
assume  that  the  ending  will 
involve  some  big  shootout  or 
showdown.  Perhaps  both. 
Unfortunately,  it  is  often  at  this 
point  in  the  movie  where  all  the 
fun  stops.  The  characters  go 
through  the  same  old  motions  and 
we  get  the  same  old  result.  There 
is  no  tension.  We  see  lots  of 
shooting  and  hear  lots  of  heroic 
dialogue  and  then  the  dust  settles, 
leaving  us  with  a  payoff  so 
traditional  and  boring  that  we

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Football  Team  Back  To  Winning  Ways

The  Saint  Joseph's  College 
football  team  seems  to  have 
rediscovered  their  winning  ways. 
After  an  0-4  start,  the  Pumas  have 
won  their  past  two  games  and 
now  sit  at  2-4  and,  more 
importantly,  1  -0  in  the  Great 
Lakes  Football  Conference. 
Convincing  wins  over  Kentucky 
State  and  Missouri-Rolla  have 
boosted  the  confidence  of  both 
the  players  and  fans  in  a  season 
that  had  a  rather  surprising  start. 

Rolling  into  Frankfort, 
Kentucky  on  September  29,  the 
Pumas  were  looking  for  that  first 
win  to  help  propel  them  to  a 
fourth-consecutive  winning 
season.  A  huge  19-point  fourth- 
quarter  against  the  Thorobreds 
allowed  the  Pumas  to  capture 
their  first  win  of  the  2007,  as  they 
prevailed  33-20.  Senior 
quarterback  Anthony  Lindsey 
threw  for  219  yards,  completing 
1 9  of  26  aerial  attempts.  Already 
in  sole  possession  of  a  plethora  of 
SJC  records,  Lindsey’s  game 
against  the  Thorobreds,  reaching 
the  9,000-yard  plateau  mark  and 
outdistancing  himself  from  Dave 
Houston  (6,815  yards  from  1978- 
81)  by  almost  3,000  yards.  One 
of  Lindsey’s  favorite  new  targets, 
sophomore  wide  receiver  Mack 
Ogletree,  continued  to  assert 
himself  as  one  of  the  team’s  top 
receivers,  catching  six  balls  for 
85  yards  and  one  touchdown.

Senior  running  back  Greg  Ford 
rushed  for  93  yards  on  30  carries, 
reaching  the  end  zone  three 
times.  Senior  wide  receiver  Dan 
Paulsen  (39  yards  on  four 
catches)  also  saw  his  name  etched 
in  the  pages  of  the  Puma  football 
record  books,  as  he  became  the 
first  player  to  have  over  200 
career  receptions  (202)  and  over 
3,000  receiving  yards  (3.023)  in  a 
season.  The  defense  came 
through  in  the  clutch,  as 
sophomore  linebacker  Devin 
DuBose  had  nine  stops  and  2.5 
tackles-for-loss,  junior  Rob 
Perricone  tackled  six,  and 
DeQwan  Young  had  three  pass 
breakups. 

Taking  care  of  business  on  the 
road,  the  Pumas  returned  to 
Alumni  Stadium  this  past 
Saturday  to  prove  to  the  fans  that 
this  was  only  the  beginning.  In 
their  GLFC  opener,  the  Pumas 


entertained  the  Miners  from 
Missouri-Rolla  and  won  their 
third  straight  in  what  has  become 
an  intense  rivalry.  Winning  35- 
1 7  at  a  renovated  Alumni 
Stadium,  the  Pumas  began 
erasing  the  horrid  memories  of 
the  first  four  games  by  putting  on 
an  offensive  show  in  the  first 
half.  The  Pumas  scored  three 
touchdowns  in  the  first  half, 
putting  up  21  points,  three  more 
than  the  1 8  first-half  points  they 
scored  in  their  previous  five 
games  combined.  Anthony 
Lindsey  continued  to  establish 
himself  as  the  best  quarterback  of 
the  past  decade,  throwing  for  a 
season-high  301  yards  (25  of  28 
passes)  and  setting  a  new 
standard  for  single-game 
completion  amongst  Puma 
quarterbacks  (.893).  Another 
strong  performance  by  Mack 
Ogletree  continued  to  spark  the 
offense  that  the  Pumas  seemed  to 
be  missing  during  their  four- 
game  losing  streak,  as  the 
sophomore  wide  receiver  caught 
six  passes  for  1 24  and  a  score. 
Senior  wide  receiver  Austin  Capi 
contributed  significantly  with  71 
yards  on  four  catches,  putting  the 
Pumas  in  favorable  field  position 
every  time.  Greg  Ford  proved  his 
work-horse  status  by  running  for 
100  yards  on  22  carries  and  one 
touchdown.  A  team-high  10 
tackles  was  achieved  by  DeQwan 


Young,  while  senior  linebacker 
Prentiss  Jackson  and  sophomore 
linebacker  Lemon  Kelley  each 
recorded  a  sack. 

The  recent  success  for  the 
Pumas  has  restored  the 
confidence  of  many  players  on 
the  team,  including  four-year 
starter  and  defensive  stalwart 
Lance  Burns.  But  instead  of 
getting  wrapped  in  all  the 
celebration,  he  recognizes  that 
there  is  still  much  to  be  done  to 
prove  that  the  Pumas  are 
contenders,  starting  with  next 
week’s  contest  at  Tiffin.  “Our 
team  is  starting  to  get  that  spark 
back  from  last  year.  Tiffin  is  a 
good  team,  and  every  year  we 
have  played  them  it  has  been  a 
tough  battle  down  to  the  wire. 
This  year,  Tiffin  will  be  seeking 
revenge  because  we  gave  them 
their  only  loss  last  year  and  we 
knocked  them  out  of  the 
playoffs,”  said  Bums. 

Just  under  a  year  ago,  the 
Pumas  rallied  with  two  fourth- 
quarter  touchdowns  to  defeat 
Tiffin  24-23  and  capture  its  first 
GLFC  title.  Regardless  of  any 
adversity,  Burns  likes  his  team’s 
chances.  “If  we  come  out  and 
play  Puma  football  like  we 
always  do,  we  will  have  nothing 
to  worry  about.  I  see  us  winning 
our  conference  again,”  he  said.

Despite  having  a  2-7 
conference  record  and  a  3-12 
overall  record,  the  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  men’s  soccer  team  has 
already  looked  past  last  year’s 
embarrassing  season.

The  Pumas  begin  a  two-game 
road  trip  to  the  great  state  of 
Missouri  this  weekend.

Sunday’s  contest  against 
Missouri-St.  Louis  begins  at  2:30 
PM. 

Although  the  youth  has  already 
experienced  several  growing 
pains  in  the  game  of  Division  II 
soccer,  Chad  Stuecher  is 
optimistic  about  the  direction  the 
team  is  headed. 

“The  youth  on  the  team  has 
brought  a  new  energy  and  mind 
set  to  the  team  this  year. 

Although  the  progress  as  of  now 
is  far  from  what  we  expected,  our 
talent  exceeds  our  record  and  will 
only  continue  to  improve  as 
experience  does,”  he  said.

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Dominance  In  The  NFL

As  the  NFL  season  moves  into 
the  heart  of  the  regular  season, 
there  is  one  story  that  should 
surprise  no  one:  the  AFC  is  again 
dominating  the  NFC.  This 
seemingly  never-ending  story 
began  in  1997  with  John  Elway 
and  the  Broncos  and  looks  likely 
to  continue  until  at  least  Tom 
Brady  or  Peyton  Manning  hang 
up  their  cleats  to  retire. 

Although  two  NFC  teams  in 
the  Packers  and  Cowboys  look 
promising  after  only  a  few  weeks, 
the  talent  level  between  the  AFC 
and  the  NFC  still  seems  to  have  a 
great  disparity.  The  league  is 
designed  for  parity,  however,  as 
the  32  teams  are  divided  between 
two  conferences  with  four 
divisions  each.  The  American 
Football  Conference  (AFC)  has 
teams  that  originated  with  the 
American  Football  League  which 
competed  against  the  NFL  in  the 
1950s  and  1960s,  and  the 
National  Football  Conference  is 
the  product  of  the  original 
National  Football  League.  In 
1970,  the  two  leagues  merged 
together  and  a  few  teams 
including  the  Steelers,  Browns, 
and  Colts  switched  to  the  AFC  to 
balance  out  the  conferences. 

When  the  Houston  Texans  joined 
the  league  as  an  expansion  team 
in  2002,  the  league  realigned  its 
divisions,  and  the  Seattle 
Seahawks  switched  to  the  NFC. 
There  is  no  reason  the  AFC 
should  have  an  advantage,  yet 
they  used  to  say  the  same  thing 
about  the  NFC,  as  28  of  the  41 
Super  Bowls  have  been  won  by 
original  pre-merger  NFL  (not 
AFL)  teams. 

The  talent,  however,  could 
now  be  likened  to  the  difference 
between  the  Varsity  teams  and  the 
JV  squads  on  a  high  school 
football  team.  The  past  Super 
Bowl  champions  stretching  back 
have  been  the  Colts,  the  Steelers, 
the  Patriots,  the  Patriots  again,  the 
Buccaneers,  the  Patriots  yet 
again,  the  Ravens,  the  Rams,  and 
then  the  Broncos  two  times  in  a 
row  at  the  end  of  John  Elway’s 
career.  With  the  exception  of  the 
Buccaneers  and  the  Rams,  eight 
championships  in  the  last  decade 
have  been  claimed  by  the  AFC. 
And  it  seems  to  show  no  signs  of 
ending  anytime  soon. 

For  years  in  the  1 980s  and 
1990s,  the  NFC  had  a  similar 
streak  of  dominance  over  the 
NFL.  The  Redskins,  the  Giants, 
the  49ers,  and  the  Cowboys 
seemed  to  be  claiming 
championships  like  they  were 
paychecks,  until  John  Elway 
(with  a  lot  of  help  from  running 
back  Terrell  Davis)  beat  Brett

Favre  and  the  Packers  in  Super 
Bowl  XXXII  in  January  of  1998. 
Three  months  after  this  big  win 
for  the  AFC,  the  Indianapolis 
Colts  selected  Peyton  Manning  as 
the  first  overall  pick  of  the  1998 
NFL  Draft.  Two  years  later,  the 
Patriots  selected  Tom  Brady  as 
the  199th  pick  of  the  2000  NFL 
Draft,  and  the  year  after  that,  the 
Chargers  traded  away  their  rights 
to  select  Michael  Vick  and  instead 
chose  LaDainian  Tomlinson.  For 
a  league  praised  for  its  balance 
and  disparity,  the  big  picture 
shows  that  there  is  a  clear 
disparity. 

Four  teams  in  the  NFL  right 
now  have  everybody  talking,  and 
the  one  thing  they  all  have  in 
common  is  the  play  of  the 
quarterback.  It  is  no  secret  that 
the  success  of  a  team  hinges  on  its 
quarterback.  Brett  Favre  and  the 
Packers  are  winning  games  and 
breaking  records,  Peyton 
Manning  and  the  Colts  are  putting 
up  points  and  playing  hard,  Tom 
Brady  and  the  Patriots  are  playing 
inspired  defense  and  scoring  at 
will,  and  the  Dallas  Cowboys  are 
riding  high  with  the  best  young 
quarterback  in  the  league  in  Tony 
Romo.  For  years,  the  NFC 
dominated  the  AFC  because 
quarterbacks  were  still  the  most 
important  factor.  Brett  Favre, 

Troy  Aikman,  Steve  Young,  Joe 
Montana,  and  Phil  Simms  all 
dominated  at  their  position  while 
winning  Super  Bowls  and 
crushing  AFC  teams.  Now,  the 
trend  continues,  but  the  AFC  has 
taken  over  the  dominance. 

The  two  best  quarterbacks  in 
the  game  right  now  are  clearly  the 
Colts’  Peyton  Manning  and  the 
Patriots’  Tom  Brady.  The  AFC 
also  has  the  Bengals’  Carson 
Palmer  and  the  Steelers  Ben 
Roethlisberger,  not  to  mention  the 
invincible  Vince  Young  with  the 
Titans.  But  the  dominance  isn’t 
just  relegated  to  quarterbacks. 

The  AFC  boasts  the  best  players, 
young  coaches,  and  match-ups  the 
league  has  to  offer.  Last  year’s 
Offensive  Rookie  of  the  Year  was 
the  aforementioned  Vince  Young, 
while  the  Defensive  Rookie  of  the 
Year  was  the  Texans'  DeMeco

Cross  Country  Teams  Fare  Well  at 
Eagle  Invite

The  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
men’s  and  women’s  cross 
country  teams  closed  out  the 
regular  season  Friday,  recording 
twin  second-place  finishes  in  the 
Benedictine  University 
Invitational  at  Lisle  Community 
Park.  The  men’s  team  turned  in 
a  total  of  44  points,  eight  short 


of  the  winning  score  of  36 
posted  by  North  Central  College. 
The  women’s  squad  tallied  50 
points,  coming  in  10  points 
behind  St.  Mary’s  College. 

SJC  did  have  an  individual 
champion  in  Naza  Sanchez  (Fr., 
Rensselaer,  IN/Central),  who 
toured  the  8,000-meter  (five- 
mile)  layout  in  27:02  to  finish 
first  in  the  men’s  race.  The 


Russell  and  Brady  Quinn  were 
each  drafted  to  AFC  teams.  And 
the  two  best  pure  running  backs  in 
the  league  (not  evidenced  this 
year  because  their  offensive  lines 
are  pathetic)  have  shown  to  be  the 
league  MVP  LaDainian 
Tomlinson  of  the  Chargers  and 
the  Chiefs’  Larry  Johnson. 
Arguably,  the  two  best 
comerbacks  over  the  last  few 
years  have  been  Jacksonville’s 
Rashean  Mathis  and  Denver’s 
Champ  Bailey.  The  best  pass 
rushers  over  the  last  few  years 
have  been  Jason  Taylor,  Dwight 
Freeney,  and  Shawne  Merriman, 
while  the  best  tight  ends  in  the 
league  have  been  the  Chiefs’  Tony 
Gonzalez  and  the  Chargers’ 
Antonio  Gates.  And  don’t  even 
get  me  started  with  the  wide 
receivers — Randy  Moss  is 
argument  enough.  But  just  for 
good  measure,  don’t  forget  about 
Chad  Johnson,  Marvin  Harrison, 
Reggie  Wayne,  and  Andre 
Johnson. 

Granted,  this  year  the  NFC  is 
showing  some  signs  of  life.  The 
Cowboys  and  the  Packers  are 
playing  well,  albeit  against  some 
pretty  weak  competition. 

However,  no  matter  what  fans  of 
America’s  team  or  the  nation’s 
cheese  heads  would  want  you  to 
believe,  the  two  undefeated  AFC 
teams  are  in  another  class  of 
excellence.  And  to  continue  the 
analogy,  if  the  Colts  and  Patriots 
are  in  another  class,  the  Patriots 
may  be  in  another  school  system. 
Did  you  know  Randy  Moss  is  on 
pace  this  season  for  124  catches, 
2,020  yards,  and  28  touchdowns? 
(Read  that  one  more  time  just  to 
let  it  sink  in.) 

So  far  this  season,  all  10  running 
backs  who’ve  rushed  for  130  or 
more  yards  this  year  are  from  the 
AFC.  After  four  games,  nobody  in 
the  NFC  has  rushed  for  more  than 
the  128  yards  Edgerrin  James  had 
against  Seattle  in  Week  2. 

It  would  seem  that  a  finesse 
team  in  the  NFC  could  only  hope 
to  win  a  championship  by 
somehow  getting  by  the  AFC 
Champion  which  will  have  been 
so  bruised  and  battered  from  the 
competition  likely  to  be  in  the 
AFC  playoffs.  The  AFC 
Champion  this  year  will  have 
been  knocked  around  during  the 
month  of  January  by  the  likes  of 
the  Patriots’  Adalius  Thomas,  the 
Chargers’  Shawne  Marrimen,  or 
the  Colts’  Bob  Sanders,  and 
maybe  if  they  are  really  lucky,  the 
NFC  Champion  can  try  to  sneak 
by  and  steal  a  Super  Bowl  ring 
this  year.  But  don't  count  on  it. 

Not  while  Tom  Brady  is  throwing 
28  touchdowns  to  Randy  Moss. 

Pumas  went  1-2  in  the  event,  as 
Corey  Spriggs  (Fr.,  Cincinnati, 
OH/LaSalle)  finished  in  27:27. 

Matt  Leonardo  (Sr.,  Chicago, 
IL/St.  Laurence)  placed  10th 
overall  in  28:20,  followed  by 
Andy  Rogers  (Jr.,  Remington, 
IN/Indiana  State  Univ.)  in  14th 
(28:47)  and  Jay  Skibbens  (So., 
Bloomington,  IL)  in  18th 
(28:59). 

The  women’s  race,  a  6,000- 
meter  (3.75-mile)  contest,  was 
won  by  St.  Mary’s  Megan  Gray, 
who  was  clocked  in  23:59.
